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PEAR EXPORTS 
GAINING 


Beurre Hardy, Favored 
In England, Also 
Shipped To France 


SAN FRANCISCO — Shipping of 
pears from the Pacific Coast to for- 
eign ports is gaining momentum, 
with loadings now going out in vol- 
ume from the Santa Clara district 
in California. The pears now being 
shipped are the Hardy variety, pro- 
duced largely in the Santa Clara 
district, where shipments started 
moving July 26. First shipments be- 
gan two weeks earlier in the Sac- 
ramento River district, while Pla- 
cerville and Newcastle started ship- 
ping out about the middle of July. 
Last year almost a million boxes of 
these peare were produced in Cali- 
fornia, though this year the crop is 
considerably less. | 

Leading the parade of fall and| 
winter pears, the Hardy variety goes | 
to export markets before it is| 
placed on the domestic market. This | 
Season, Hardy pears will be sold in 
this country to a_ greater extent 
than ever before, due to marketing 
agreements. The Hardy has been a 
favorite in England for years, and 
it is exported in quantity to the, 
country of its origin—France. \ 

History nas it that in 1830, a new: 
variety of pear’ was perfected to 
meet the French demand for a new 
dessert taste treat, and that pear 
was named after Monsieur Hardy, 
Director of the great Luxembourg 
Gardens. The Hardy carries the 
prefix, “Beurre,’” in common with

19 Per Cent Of Drivers 
In Fatal Wrecks Were 
Driving Too Fast, Shown

But the National Safety Council, 
in the 1939 edition of its statistical 
yearbook, “Accident Facts,” presents 
an analysis of the problem that is’ 
based on cold facts and figures. 

According to the records, the 
greatest single driving sin is speed- 
ing—listed in the official summaries 
of fatal accidents throughout the 
country as “exceeding the speed 
limit” or “too fast for conditions.” | 

Nineteen per cent of all drivers 
involved in fatal accidents in 1938 
were speeding, the Council’s figures 
show. In some states this percent- 
age was as high as 51 per cent, in 
others as low as 2 per cent. 

Other driving violations in 1938 | 
fatal accidents, in the order of their 
importance, were: Driving on the! 
wrong side of the road, 8 per cent; 
Violated right of way, 5 per cent: 
Improper passing, 2 per cent; Dis- 
regard of stop sign, 2 per cent. 

The Council's statistics show that 
about half of the drivers involved 
in fatal accidents violate the law 
or good driving practice. Since many 
accidents involve two vehicles, there 
probably is a violation by one driver 
or the other in more than 60 per

14 Killed In 
Plane Crash 


Pan-American Flying Boat 
Nearing Rio Janiero Port, 
Falls In Harbor, Burns 


RIO DE JANEIRO, (iP) — Two 
wounded survivors and flame-twist- 
ed wreckage held today the clues by 
which authorities hoped to solve the 
mystery of the crash of a Pan Am- 
erican Airways flying boat in which 
14 persons died, including Prof Jas. 
Harvey Rogers, noted Yale econom- 
ist and once a leading Roosevelt 
brain truster. 

The four men of the crew, includ- 
ing two ace pilots, were dead: the 
remanants of the plane were so 
nearly consumed by flames that ef- 
fective examination was difficult, 
and both survivors were suffering 
from severe shock. 

The plane, arriving on a flight 
from Miami, Fla., to Buenos Aires, 
had circled normally for a landing 
in the horbor. People awaiting it at 
the airport, relatives and friends of: 
passengers and Pan American of- 
ficials, saw it disappear behind the 
mafine arsenal, as all planes do, 
preparing to alight. A few minutes 
later a message was received that 
the plane had crashed into the har- 
bor in flames.

blameless, the Council adds. In more 
than two-thirds of all fatal pedes- 
trian accidents in 1939 the pedes- 
trian either was violating a traf- 
fic law or acting unsafely. 


Pedestrians, the Council 


they cross a street or highway not 
at an intersection—in other words, 
when they jaywalk. This was true of 
41 per cent of the 1938 pedestrian 
fatalities, both city and country. 


In rural areas 38 per cent of the 
pedestrians killed were walking in 
the roadway when struck.

Why do drivers and pedestrians 
endanger their lives like this? 

Well, the Council says, there are | 
three reasons: 

BODILY DEFECTS—Under this 
heading comes intoxication. State 
reports show that 9 per cent of all 
drivers and 13 per cent of all pe- 
destrians in 1938 fatal accidents had 
been drinking. The Council be- 
lieves, however, that this is a seri- 
ous understatement since these per- | 
centages are based on observation 
rather than chemical tests. 

Except for intoxication, 1938 fa- 
tal accident reports showed only one 
per cent of all drivers as having any 
bodily defect—but again the Coun- 


cil believes this figure would be} 


higher if all drivers and pedestrians 
involved in accidents were thor- 
oughly examined for physical de- 


| ficiencies. 


LACK OF KNOWLEDGE OR 


| SKILL—Many of these violations of 


law and good driving practice, the 
Council is convinced from a study 
of the records, stem from ignorance 
of the law and the absence of ade- 
quate driving training. 

Many chlidren are struck down 
because they have never been taught 
the dangers of street play. Older 
persons, too, do dangerous things 
because their judgment is poor on 
distances, speeds and other traf- 
fic conditions. 


IMPROPER ATTITUDE — Many | 


drivers who are neither physically 
defective nor ignorant of traffic 
rules rave accidents because they 
are not sufficiently concerned to 
avoid them. They day-dream, take 
chances, ignore the rights of other 
drivers and pedestrians, or become 
nervous and excitable at the slight- 
est provocation. In other words, 
While they do not really want to 
have an accident, neither do they 
sufficiently want not to have one. 

And how much are vehicles and 
highways responsible for accidents? 

Official summaries for 1938 show j 
only 7 per cent of the motor ve- 
hicles in fatal accidents to ve defec- 
tive. However, the Council believes 
that a thorough investgiation of all 
accidents probably would increase 
this figure—-perhaps double it. 

As for the hiwhgay, detects in | 
roadway surfaces were reported in 
only 4 per cent or all 1938 fatal ac- | 
cidents, the Council says. It points | 
out, however, that there are other } 
highway characteristics, the cor- 
rection of which would lessen the 
possibility of accidents, These in- 
clude obstructions to driver's view, 
lack of suitable signs and signals, 
and inadequacy of the street ior 
the traffic volume. 

What is the solution? Here’s what 
the Council says: 

“Vehicles and highways of the fu- 
ture must be built and maintained 
to make accidents less likely. But 
any real analysis of accident causes 
proves that the further progress of 
traffic safety depends primarily on 
making sure that drivers and pe- 
destrians alike are allowed to use 
the highway only when they are in 
a safe physical condition, only after 
they are informed and trained in 
safe highway practices, and only if 
they exhibit a proper regard for 
their own welfare and the rights of 
others.”

FARMER QUITS 40 ACRES WHICH 
YIELD HIM $5,000 PER YEAR 


Dr. J. B. Shafhirt, returned only 
a month ago from an Alaskan va- 
cation, had been telling about Wal- 
ter Pipple only a few days before 
the Associated Press announced from 
Palmer, in the Matanuska Valley of 
the northern territory, that the gen- 
tleman had “made his peace” with 
the colony management. 


He has agreed to give up, under 
such terms as are satisfactory to 
himself and to the Alaska Rural 
Rehabilitation Corporation, a 40- 
acre farm which recently is said to 
have been paying him $200 a week 
and since 1935 is believed to have 
paid him $5,000 a year. 

In January. of 1935, Pipple was a 
relief client at Robbinsdale, Min- 
nesota, according to records, the As- 
sociated Press reported. 

“Listen to this,’ challenged Dr. 
Schafhirt. “When I visited the 
Matanuska Valley I met a man and 
his wife who were on the dole in 
Minnesota in 1935 before they went 
to Alaska in the colonization pro- 
ject. 


“They received 40 acres of land 
free, borrowed $800 from the gov- 
ernment at three per cent interest 
with which to buy materials to build 
a home, They now have a seven- 
room house, built by the farmer and 
his wife, a barn, electricity, radio, 
refrigerator all paid for; — and 
money in the bank. I wonder how 
many farmers in the states can 
make that report for the last three 
years?” 

But to get back to Walter Pipple 
and the Matanuska Valley— 


Matanuska is 150 miles inland 
from Seward, on the Alaska Rail- 


road, which runs to Fairbanks and | 


six miles from Matanuska is Palmer 
City, the center for the coloniza- 
tion project. 

The establishment of the colony 
was not a ‘spur of the moment” ex- 
periment; it had been agitated for 
years by a few of those in Alaska 
who knew of the valley’s fertility 
and of its general suitability for ag- 
riculture but until Old Man De- 
pression was carrying things from 


bad to worse in 1935 in these United | 
States, the development in Matan- | 


uska Valley was limited to the pi- 
oneering of a few frontier families. 
the establishment of an  agricul- 
tural experiment station by the Un- 
iversity of Alaska, and the building 
of the Alaska Railroad, which cost 
about 80 million. 


Someone conceivea the 
transplanting farm families who 
were relief clents to Matanuska 
Valley and the Alaskans acclaimed 
the decision as a triumph for their 
long campaign for recognition of the 
section. 

Dr. Schafhirt was told at Palmer 
that in selecting the families to be- 
come future colonists, the govern- 
ment had invited the co-operation 
of various religious groups in dif- 
ferent sections of the country and 
the result was that some of those 
who were recommended as colonists 
drew their endorsement more out of 
sympathy for them by their towns- 
people, rather than because of hav- 
ing qualifications which would 
make them pioneers. 

In short the government was go- 
ing to “give away 40 acres of land” 
and here was a deserving recipient. 
It didn’t matter that the land was 
on a little patch between the rail- 
road and the wilderness, nor that 
the prospect was that none except 
those endowed with the qualities of 
the pioneer could succeed. 

The valley was, very largely, wood- 
ed: Land was fertile enough, but 
that was all the colonist had, just 
the land and some tools and his own 
back and his own spirit. 

“Why I saw row upon row of 
tree stumps eixht feet high when I 
visited the valley on July 4,” Dr. 
Schafhirt said. “It is a beautiful 
valley and once the timber and 
brush was taken out, the mosquitos 
disappeared, 

“You know, mosquitos are every- 
where in Alaska. When I was at 
Wiseman, I tried to take a picture 
with my camera and do you know 
that the mosquitos were so thick and 
bit so voraciously that I couldn’t 
hold the camera long enough to 
take a snap-shot? 

“We heard of. one fellow who was 
one of the early arrivals at Mat- 
anuska, whose wife begged him to

stay on, but he wouldn’t. She re- 
minded him that they had been on 
relief in the states and that they 
had little different to go back to, 
but do you think he would stay? 
“‘No,’ he said, ‘he’d joined up 
with the colony for the purpose of 
killing a bear and now he’d killed 
his bear and he was going home.” 


“Well, in my opinion, those who

| Dr. Schifhirt, attesting the agricul- 
tural promise of the valley, reports 
seeing strawberries there of such 
size that three of them would fill a 
_ tea cup;—and of excellent quality. 


| Matanuska has a school with 350 | 


|pupils and sixteen teachers and, 
since 1935 and up to the time of his 
visit there, the colony had welcomed 
‘two hundred three native sons and 
| daughters. 
| Matanuska does not depend ex- 
‘clusively upon the railroad for its 
connection with the outside world. 
The government has built an anto- 
mobile road from the valley to An- 
'chorage, a railroad distance of 36.4 
|miles, which cost a million and a 
‘half dollars. Sometimes, it is said, 
when a financial tabulation of the 
_Matanuska colony is made, the ex- 
|pense of this highway is charged 
| against the colony although this is 
|resented by a majority of the set- 
| tlers there. 
' Alaska in general and the Matan- 
|'uska Valley in particular found a 
‘large place in Dr. Schafhirt‘s heart 
and he seemed rather to endorse the 
expression of an old-timer there, 
which he related to us in telling of
